
Month of April 
Brings Boycott

For the past few months the price of food has been going in¬ 
creasingly higher everyday. Since March 21, according to federal 
government statistics, the price of meah over the nation has risen 5.4 
percent and all retail food 2.4 percent. This has been the trend of the 
American food economy for the past few months. The price of chopped 
meat has soared from $.89 a pound to as much as $1.39 a pound. 
Chicken, which once cost $.29-.39 a lb., now is $.69 a lb. Many con¬ 
sumers could not take the rising cost of food any more and set out to to 
something about it. 

Women all over the country started plans for staging a meat 
boycott. Connecticut, Los Angelos, New Jersey, Staten Island, 
Michigan, North Carolina, and Missouri are the biggest places. 
Women’s groups such as the Women United for Action started urging 
women to start boycotting meat and cutting down their expenses on 
food starting the week of April 1. Rallies have been planned, leaflets 
have been written up and women are prepared to boycott their neigh¬ 
borhood supermarkets. 

The idea of the meat boycott is getting mixed results. Many 
supermarket managers do not worry because they feel that a boycott 
such as the one staged for April 1 will not have an effect because not 
too many people will go along with it. On the otherhand, some 
managers of stores have given their employees furloughs and layoff 
warnings. Still, others don’t know what the boycott will do and wait to 
find out. Out in the midwest farmers are countermoving the boycott by 
planning to hold back cattle and pork in order that the meat prices will 
remain up. 

One of the main thrusts of the boycott is to write to the people in 
Congress and government to voice their opinions on the high prices of 
food. It was urged to write to individual Congressmen, the President, 
Agriculture Secretary, and the Cost of Living Council. Women’s 
groups have available pre-addressed envelopes to the Congressmen of 
their districts to be sold and give out to consumers. These groups have 
also obtained the support of many church clubs and organizations and 
also from synagogues. 

In Washington, the boycott gets backing and gets rebuttal. Rep. 
William R. Cotter, a democrat of Connecticut, supports the boycott 
and said, “The 4,000 members of the Connecticut Junior Women’s 
Clubs are forming the nucleus of what I hope will be a nationwide 
homemaker’s rebellion.” In New York many political leaders all have 
expressed consent to the boycott such as Shirley Chisholm, Benjamin 
Rosenthal and others. The President pledged on nationwide television 
to bring down meat prices but said that it would take time. 

All eyes will be on the American Supermarket the week of April 1. 
As Ms. Shuttleworth said, “We do not expect permanently lowered 
prices, but some sort of action by Congress and the President to halt 
inflation. Only time will tell, only time will tell.”

Bomb Scare A Hoax

On Tuesday, April 10th, 
Thomas Gonzalez and Robert 
Casuso of class 6-5CB ac¬ 
cidentally found what seemed to 
be an explosive device that was 
located on the sixth floor. 

The two students im¬ 
mediately reported it to the 
administration and the police and 
fire departments were informed. 

Because of the uncertainty of 
the nature of the device, the 
police and fire departments 
thought it best that the near area 
be evacuated. So, under the 
supervision of Dr. Gelber, the 
principal, and Mrs. LaGrasse, 
the assistant principal, the entire 
fourth, fifth, and sixth floors were 
evacuated and the students were 
sent to the cafeteria. The 
students on the remaining floors 
were asked to stay in their 
classrooms. They were not asked 
to evacuate the remaining floors 
because the authorities felt that 
even if the device did go off, it 
was not big enough to affect the 


other floors. 

After carefully examining 
the device, it was found to be all a 
hoax. What looked like a bomb 
was just a couple of beer cans 
rigged up to look like a bomb, and 
there was never any real danger 
involved. 

Although nothing serious 
happened, the administration is 
taking steps to apprehend the 
person or persons responsible. 

An investigation is un¬ 
derway, and it is being super¬ 
vised by the Fire Marshall’s 
office and the detective squad. 
Detectives are in the school, and 
they have already questioned 
several suspects and will con¬ 
tinue to do so until the criminal is 
caught. 

If the person or persons 
responsible are apprehended and 
convicted, they will face a felony 


charge and can serve from six to 
ten year’s imprisonment. 

When asked if this bomb 
scare had any connection with 
the one in September of 1971, Dr. 
Gelber stated that the one in 1971 
was just a mistake. They had 
heard some ticking in the boys’ 
locker room and the ad¬ 
ministration immediately 
evacuated the building. But when 
the locker was opened, it was just 
a battery-operated toy that a 
student had innocently placed in 
his locker for safe keeping. 

In any other place, there 
might have been a panic because 
of the situation. But, in Bushwick 
the students who were evacuated 
into the cafeteria were said to 
have been in no way disorderly. 
In fact, Mrs. LaGrasse said that 
‘‘the pupils behaved beautifully 
and they were just wonderful.”

Bushwick Delegate 
Reflects On 

Presidential Classroom

During the week of March 3rd to March 10th I went to Washington 
D.C. to participate in a special study program entitled “A Presidential 
Classroom for Young Americans.” Participants in the program 
consisted of 225 students representing 38 states and 4 foreign coun¬ 
tries, including Puerto Rico, Germany, Venezuela, and the Panama 
Canal Zone. The purpose of this program is to give the participating 
students an insight into the operations of the American Federal 
Government through a series of seminars with guest speakers from 
various branches of the Federal Gov’t. These seminars were held in 
the buildings native to the branch being discussed or in Washington’s 
Shoreham Hotel. For example, the seminar dealing with the defense 
complex was held in the Pentagon while the one dealing with the 
Judiciary was held in the Supreme Court Building. Speakers con¬ 
sisted of such celebrities as: news reporter Howard K. Smith, Senator 
Jacob Javits, Representatives Morris K. Udall and Pierre DuPont, 
Supreme Court Judge Harry Blackmun, Johan Botha, the ambassador 
from South Africa, and many others. By having these guest speakers 
present at the seminars, the students were able to hear the opinions of 
these government representatives on such issues as the impoundment 
of funds by the President, amnesty for draft evaders, and 
Congressional Committee secrecy. 

The unique experience afforded by this program involved much 
more than the attainment of knowledge of the American Federal 
Gov’t. It presented us with the opportunity to speak with students from 
all over the nation to become involved with them in everyday ac¬ 
tivities and share those experiences which are normally common and 
unimportant if done in the atmosphere of our own homes but quite 
exhilirating when they involve a new setting with people of varying 
ethnic and social backgrounds. 

Through a program whose sole purpose is the study of our 
government, “A Presidential Classroom for Young Americans” has 
created within our nation’s capitol a meeting place for teenagers from 
all parts of the nation to come together to share their ideas, feelings, 
and former experiences with their peers, who although may come 
from different cultural and geographic backgrounds, are very much 
the same as themselves. Having made the discovery of identity within 
someone else who may live as far as three thousand miles away or 
even farther is an experience to be cherished. For it holds within itself 
that human identity common to us all of whose existence we are very 
much aware yet very rarely express. Thus, when we find ourselves in 
such a position where everyone is a stranger to us, we turn to this 
common identity, which, when expressed, bewilders us and brings us 
even closer to that person with whom we have shared this prized 
possession. This experience affected a fellow participant so much that 
he wrote me a letter a few days after we returned to our homes saying 
that he no longer did any work in school. He said that, ever since he 
returned, all he did was think about the time he spent in Washington 
and the people he met there. I must say it was an overwhelming ex¬ 
perience for me as well and only by going there and taking part in such 
as experience can you truly understand the effect it has had on all of 
us. 


Superstars Are 
Not Superhuman

When All the Laughter Died 
in Sorrow is an autobiography by 
Los Angeles Rams wide receiver 
Lance Rentzel. The book is an in 
depth study which probes for an 
answer to Rentzel’s 
psychological problem, which 
became public knowledge in 
November 1970. 

Rentzel discusses his early 
triumphs in his school and college 
football career with the Dallas 
Cowboys and the L.A. Rams, and 
his marriage to entertainer Joey 
Heatherton. The accounts 
leading up to his downfall as a 
football hero and as a man are 
told with honesty. 

The athlete writes about 
himself not as a God, but as a 
person who is susceptible to 
weaknesses, both physical and 
psychological. He wants his 
readers to know that he is 
vulnerable and that others who 


are in the public eye are not super 
human beings as they are 
sometimes made out to be. 

Rentzel openly discusses his 
personal psychological difficulty, 
which became publicized when 
he was arrested for exposing 
himself to a nine year old girl. He 
is now under psychiatric care. In 
the epilogue of the book his 
psychiatrist says that manhood is 
reached through a process of 
inner growth. The writing of this 
book for Lance Rentzel shows 
great courage and maturity, for 
in these pages the young athlete 
comes face to face with himself, 
acknowledging his strengths and 
weaknesses. 

When All the Laughter Died 
in Sorrow is an honest book, 
painfully told by its author asking 
for an understanding of himself 
and all mankind that is reflected 
in our eyes.
